*‘A partridge in a pear tree’: To make 
this stout-bodied bird perched among the 
pears, you'll need a 10-inch square of white 
bristol paper plus gold, green, chartreuse, and 
brown colored papers. 

Following scale drawing at right, draw a 
pattern on the bristol paper. Cut out the pat- 
tern with a razor blade, being careful to leave 
parts of the tree and leaves joined, to main- 
tain the strength of the cutout. . 

Lightly score the main stems down the 
center. After scoring, fold or pinch the stems 
back gently. This gives the pear tree a three- 
dimensional shadowed effect. 

Cut out snips of green and chartreuse paper 
to paste onto the leaves.

H... you ever listened to an empty 
house? If so, you’ll remember how even the 
slightest sound bounced back and seemed 
loud and harsh. By the time all furniture is 
placed, the house begins to “‘sound”’ normal. 

Most completely furnished homes present 
acoustical problems—especially in the way 
they handle music. Quality of the sound may 
be lost by too much absorption, too much 
reverberation from walls, too much amplifi- 
cation because of bare floors, walls, or stair- 
case walls. 

To get a sound reproduction that ap- 
proaches the perfect, you would have to let 
an acoustical engineer take over. But, you 
can be an acoustical expert on a small scale 
by following the instrument-placement ideas 
shown here. Remember these two terms: 


LIVE WALL: Usually a plaster or wood 
wall which bounces sound. 


DEAD WALL: Usually draped or covered 
with acoustical material to absorb sound. 

It’s always important to have a dead wall 
opposite a live wall to get the best sound 
reproduction. 


Two- and three-speaker cabinets should 
be placed in a live-wall corner. This gives 4 
forward “bounce” to the music with the walls 
acting as a sounding board. 
Of course, this creates a decorating problem 
.with the instrument cater-cornered in room. 
If it’s a console-type unit, it could be mounted 
on casters and only pulled from a straight wall 
across corner when it’s being used.

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EW: A “harmless” germ killer! 


CLORPACTIN is so completely safe that you 


ean drink it or take a bath in it. Yet, it kills 


every germ it touches in a matter of seconds

A drug that is harmless as water to swallow, 
but which kills every germ it touches in a matter 
of seconds, sounds too fantastic to be true. Yet 
this ‘‘impossible”’ germ killer is being used by 
many hospitals and medical specialists, and 
forms for home use can be bought at pharmacies. 
It is a simple-looking white powder, inert until a 
tiny amount is dissolved in water. Then a weird 
kind of chemical magic takes place. Invisible 
vapors are liberated, like an unseen cloud of 
poison gas that seeks out, engulfs, and destroys 
every microbe within reach. Viruses, bacteria, 
fungi, spores, yeasts—every kind of organism 
that can cause ailments ranging from the mildly 
annoying to the very serious—are mowed down 
indiscriminately by lethal drug vapors. 

Despite its deadliness to germs, the chemical 
solution is so completely harmless to man that 
you could drink it or take a bath in it. In fact, 
hundreds of gallons were drunk last summer by 
citizens of towns devastated by floods unleashed 
by hurricane Diane. Addition of tiny amounts of 
the chemical to polluted water made it safe to 
drink, free from typhoid germs or any other kind. 
The bath idea isn’t as ridiculous as it sounds 
either. The chemical is being seriously investi- 
gated as a kind of secret weapon against bacterial 
warfare. Dunk yourself in a bath of drug solu- 
tion, and emerge decontaminated and germfree 
on the surface. What you swallow won’t hurt 
you and will probably wipe out more germs on 
the way down. 

Some conditions for which doctors have used 
the drug are sinus infections, sore throat, ath- 
lete’s foot, canker sores, skin infections, cystitis, 
tuberculous ulcers of the bladder, trench mouth 
and inflammations of the gums. The com- 
mon factor is infection by innumerable kinds 
of tough and stubborn germ families. Surgeons 
use the drug for preoperative skin steriliza- 
ation, for sterilizing delicate instruments that 
can’t stand heat, and to promote clean, odor- 
free healing of wounds. 


This astonishing germ annihilator is a chlorine- 
containing chemical compound known as mon- 
oxychlorosene. Medical or drug forms bear the 
name Clorpactin. Less concentrated, less ex- 
pensive forms, under the name Dynactol, are 


used for water sterilization and industrial pur- 
poses. Free chlorine is a poisonous gas deadly to 
man, beast, and bacteria. Clorpactin solutions 
release hypochlorous acid (not hydrochloric!) 
which, by some benevolent chemical legerde- 
main, has much of the germ-killing potency of 
elemental chlorine but is innocuous, nontoxic 
and nonirritating to human beings. 

Clorpactin is the creation of Alfred R. Globus, 
a brilliant 35-year-old scientist who was doing | 
“boy chemist’’ experiments in a home laboratory 
while still attending school. Occasionally his ap- 
paratus blew its top, gouging chunks of plaster 
from the ceiling and bringing down his mother’s 
wrath as well as fragments of architecture. One 
day Alfred came home with a legal paper re- 
quiring his father’s signature. The boy had in- 
vented a process for producing very pure iron 
and sold it to a big corporation, but he was still 
a legal infant, under 21. After the first royalty 
check came in, he remembers, his mother be 
came very tolerant of small eruptive mishaps 
ignited by genius at work. 

Globus and his associates risked their shirts 
during World War II by buying all the waste 
piles of tungsten scrap they could get their hands 
on. Tungsten, used for hardening metal, was an 
urgent war need. Scrap piles contained a lot of 
tungsten, but in such tightly bound forms that 
extraction of the pure metal wasn’t considered 
feasible. Globus devised a process for reclaiming 
tungsten that he hoped would work. It did. He 
estimates that he recovered enough tungsten to 
armor-plate a dozen battleships.

Nale holidays at home 


| year we read and hear 
warnings about Christmas fires. 
We hardly notice them—after all, 
we’re thinking of more pleasant 
things. But we all need reminders. 
Here are some of the important 
ones: 


A fire extinguisher. No two ways 
about it, you should have one. You 
may need an extinguisher any time, 
but during Christmas the added 
fire hazards and general air of 
happy confusion increase the risk. 
If you buy one, learn to use it. It 
doesn’t make sense to stop in an 
emergency to reread directions. 


The tree. Don’t place a Christmas 
tree where it will block passage 
into or out of a room. In most 
rooms, a good place is in a corner. 
Use a base or stand which will 
keep the tree from being accident- 
ally knocked over. 

Natural evergreen trees cannot 
be fireproofed; they always are 
potentially dangerous. Trees can 
be treated with fire-retardant 
chemicals, but every twig and nee- 
dle must be thoroughly coated. 
Even then, the flames will simply 
be slowed down. 

Keep the tree outside until it is 
to be trimmed, so it won’t dry out. 
Before putting it up, make a diag- 
onal cut through the bark about an 
inch above the end. Set the tree in 
water so the cut is immersed. 

Keep the tree away from fire and 
excess heat. Don’t set it near a hot 
fireplace, stove, or radiator. Don’t 
use lighted candles on trees, only 
electric lights. Don’t let the lights

touch limbs, twigs, or needles. 
Check the tree from time to time; 
if needles near lights are becoming 
brown, move the lights. 

To protect the tree from electric 
sparks, keep away all electric ap- 
paratus such as toy trains. Have a 
switch or socket for the lights some 
distance from the tree. Don’t con- 
nect or disconnect plugs near the 
tree while the lights are on. 

Keep the tree away from cur- 
tains, draperies, and other flam- 
mable fabrics. 

Dispose of your tree as soon as 
possible after the holidays, and in 
any case as soon as the needles be- 
gin to drop. That is a sign the tree 
is becoming dry. 


Tree ornaments. Incombustible 
materials are recommended for 
decorations. Ornaments of fire- 
proof materials such as metal, 
glass, and rock wool are easy to buy 
or make at home. 

If you want fabric trimming 
around the base of the tree, it’s 
best to use a material which has 
been treated with a fire retardant. 
You can buy fabric already treated 
or treat it yourself. One fire-retard- 
ant mixture is: 9 ounces of borax 
and 4 ounces of boric acid in 1 gal- 
lon of water. Dip, brush, or spray 
the fabric. Be sure to cover the sur- 
face thoroughly. But remember, 
“fire retardant” does not mean 
that it’s “fireproof.”

New hope for Dutch Elm disease 


New crabgrass control on way 


New grass tested for South

A new chemical “‘cure” for Dutch Elm disease has 
been patented by the University of Rhode Island. 
The chemical involved is a sodium salt of chloro- & 
acetic acid—somewhat related to 2,4-D weed killers. 
It is applied as a paste in holes drilled into the bark. 
From the report of the discoverers, this treatment 
may also prove effective against oak wilt. 


Triple-threat pesticide ne 


Vapam, one of the newer fungicides, promises to be 


important as a weed killer and insecticide, too. ® 
In tests by Anton M. Kofranek, at U.C.L.A., it has 
controlled fungus diseases, nematodes, and many soil 


insects. It gave good control of many weeds—except 
Filaree and Burr clover. 

Stocks grown in vapam-treated soils produced three 
times as many first-quality stems as did those untreat- 
ed. Better quality was due to reduced damage by 
damping-off and other soil-born diseases. 





In early 1957, you’ll have a new chemical to help you 
fight crabgrass. It’s an unnamed member of the sub- 
stituted-urea family. You’ll buy it as a wettable pow- 
der that you can apply with a watering can or sprayer. 

Although it is an excellent control of crabgrass, it 
does not harm permanent grasses such as bluegrass, 
fescue, or bent, even temporarily. In three years of 
testing, it has proven safe around trees and shrubs, 
even at high concentrations. Estimated costs of treat- 
ment will be about $3 for each 1000 square feet. 

This new control is one of the few chemicals to go 
direct from the research stage to the home-garden 
field, without being developed for some specific com- 
mercial or agricultural use. It is being developed by 
one of the major chemical companies. 


Research at U.C.L.A. may give the South a new lawn 
grass. Workers there are studying Microlaena stipoid- 
es, called ‘“‘weeping grass” or ‘‘meadow rice grass’’ in 
New Zealand and Australia where it originated. 

This grass is coarser than many lawn grasses, but it 
produces a rich, dark green turf rapidly. In native 
areas, it is recommended for moist soils. But in the Cal- 
ifornia test plots, it has remained green throughout the 
summer even when not watered. 

U.C.L.A. authorities plan more extensive tests be- 
fore recommending the grass for general use.

New: A “harmless” germ killer 


the germs from the chemical. But 
when the cap was removed, every 
last germ was dead. Invisible va- 
pors of hypochlorous acid had 
swirled through the air barrier, en- 
veloped the germs and destroyed 
them. 

Clorpactin is not a substitute for 
the handy bottle of antiseptic that 
is instantly ready to dab onto a 
scratch. The drug is not active until 
dissolved in water. Generally, a 
fresh solution must be made as 
needed. Neither is Clorpactin like 
an antibiotic or other drug that can 
be carried in the blood stream to 
reach germs in distant parts of the 
body. It is a most effective killer of 
germs on body surfaces it can 
reach, including the membranes 
lining the nose and throat and 
other body cavities. Some uses, 
such as bladder irrigation, are 
limited to doctors. Most applica- 
tions are much simpler, by means 
of soaks, wet compresses, rinses, 
gargles, or with a nebulizer that 
disperses a germ-killing mist in 
nasal passages or allows it to be in- 
haled into the lungs. 

Don’t mistake Clorpactin for a 
panacea that cures all infections 
without a doctor’s help. The drug 
kills viruses, but not if they're in- 
side your cells or otherwise out of 
reach. It isn’t much use in tonsil- 
litis when germs lie buried in deep 
pockets. But a host of infections 
caused by bacteria, fungi, yeasts, 
and viruses begin upon, or are 
limited to, our inside or outside 
‘surfaces.’ Here are some of the 
medically reported uses of the drug: 

Athlete’s foot. Simple soaking 
of the feet in drug solution usually 
relieves acute attacks. Permanent 
cure is mostly a matter of keeping 
skin in good condition so fungi 
can’t get a foothold. Keep the feet 
dry, cool, clean, ventilated. 

Cystitis, tuberculous ulcers of 
the bladder. Drs. John K. Lattimer 
and Anthony L. Spirito of Kings- 
bridge Veterans Hospital used 
Clorpactin solution to irrigate the 
bladders of patients who had pain- 
ful, tuberculous ulcers not helped 
by other drugs. After three week’s 
treatment the ulcers grew smaller, 
some disappeared. “‘Some patients 
whose bladders had been so tender 
that they had not been able to sit 
comfortably for months were re- 
lieved of the discomfort after this 
treatment.” 

Sore throat. Dr. Martin Zwerl- 
ing, in A.M.A. Archives of Oto- 
laryngology, reports results of 
Clorpactin treatments of 642 nose- 
and-throat patients. The largest 
group, 270 patients, had simple 
sore throats, acute or chronic. All 
but 15 were remarkably improved 
by Clorpactin treatment. Canker 
sores in 18 patients showed dramat- 
ic improvement within eight hours 
of drug application. “‘ Trench mouth” 
(Vincent’s angina) and thrush, a 
funguslike mouth infection, were 
much improved in all cases. Maxil- 
lary sinusitis, acute or chronic, was

treated by Clorpactin irrigations in 
38 patients; all were improved or 
much improved except 3 chronic 
patients who showed no change. 

Inflamed and bleeding gums 
were given a big boost toward 
normal by frequent Clorpactin 
rinses, in “sore mouth” patients 
described by Dr. Thomas M. 
DeStefano in the Journal of the 
New Jersey State Dental Society. 

Skin is quickly sterilized by 
Clorpactin solution, bringing the 
drug “close to the goal of the ideal 
antiseptic for preoperative skin 
preparation,” in the experience of 
Dr. Wilson A. Swanker of New 
York Medical College. Solutions 
have detergent, debris-softening 
and flushing properties that are 
plus-values in some conditions: 

Aene: Solutions cleanse and dis- 
solve debris of typically oily acne 
skin with great efficiency; germ- 
killing activity helps reduce low- 
grade infections associated with 
inflamed blemishes. The drug has 
no effect on glandular imbalance, 
diet, and other contributory causes 
of acne. 

Psoriasis. One New York hos- 
pital suddenly began using such 
huge amounts of Clorpactin that 
Globus wondered facetiously if 
they were bathing patients in it. 
They were. The patients had pso- 
riasis. Their skins were covered 
with scaly crusts. Clorpactin baths 
softened the scales, “floated” them 
off and left underlying skin pink 
and smooth. However, the drug is 
not a cure for psoriasis, an ailment 
of unknown cause. 

Clorpactin has deodorizing prop- 
erties, noted by Doctor Swanker in 
skin-grafted patients. “Freedom 
from infection and odor in cases of 
pedicle grafts is phenomenal,” he 
observes. At Boston City Hospital, 
Clorpactin has been used to ban- 
ish odors and reduce inflamed, in- 
fected, dead-tissue areas in some 
cancer patients. Of course the drug 
is not a cancer cure. 

Since Clorpactin sterilizes virtu- 
ally anything it touches, and does 
so harmlessly, novel and unexpect- 
ed uses crop up as investigators ex- 
periment with the drug in their own 
fields. One project of possible far- 
ranging consequence is use of the 
drug to produce better, safer vac 
cines of many kinds. Viruses of so- 
called inactivated vaccines must be 
“killed” sufficiently to prevent 
their causing disease, but not killed 
so dead that they cannot stimulate 
immunity. The dividing line be- 
tween safe and effective is extreme- 
ly delicate, as was demonstrated by 
unfortunate experience with a few 
batches of Salk polio vaccine, now 
believed to have contained live 
virus. Salk vaccine is “cooked” 
with formalin for a considerable 
time to kill the viruses. Clorpactin 
solutions of precise strength may 
give a quicker, safer, more certain 
way of destroying the disease-caus- 
ing abilities of many kinds

This story is like a great painting, but it 
must be told simply and it must touch the reader, or it will 
not touch the listener.

SMALL BOY: When you were a boy, what was Christ-

SMALL Boy: It snowed last year, too. I made a snowman and 
my brother knocked it down and I knocked my brother 
down and then we had tea. 

SELF: But that was not the same snow. Our snow was not 
only shaken in whitewash buckets down the sky, I think it 
came shawling out of the ground and swam and drifted out 
of the arms and hands and bodies of the trees; snow grew 
overnight on the roofs of the houses like a pure and grand- 
father moss, minutely ivied the walls, and settled on the 
postman, opening the gate, like a dumb, numb thunderstorm 
of white, torn Christmas cards . . . And the bells rang their 
tidings over the bandaged town, over the frozen foam of the 
powder and ice-cream hills, over the crackling sea. It seemed 
that all the churches boomed, for joy, under my window; and 
the weathercocks crew for Christmas, on our fence. 

SMALL BOY: Get on to the. . . Presents. 

SELF: On Christmas Eve I hung at the foot of my bed Bessie 
Bunter’s black stocking, and always, I said, I would stay 
awake all the moonlit, snowlit night to hear the roof-alighting 
reindeer and see the hollied boot descend through soot. But 
soon the sand of the snow drifted into my eyes .. . I was asleep 
before the chimney trembled and the room was red and 
white with Christmas. But in the morning, though no snow 
melted on the bedroom floor, the stocking bulged and 
brimmed: press it, it squeaked like a mouse-in-a-box; it smelt 
of tangerine; . . . squeeze it hard in the middle, and something 
squelched; squeeze it again — squelch again... 

SMALL BOY: Were there any sweets? 

SELF: Of course there were sweets. It was the marshmallows 
that squelched. Hardboileds, toffee, fudge and _ allsorts, 
crunches, cracknels, humbugs, glaciers, and marzipan and 
butterwelsh . . . And a packet of cigarettes: you put one in 
your mouth and you stood at the corner of the street and you 
waited for hours, in vain, for an old lady to scold you for 
smoking a cigarette and then, with a smirk, you ate it .. . 

SMALL BOY: Were there Uncles, like in our house? 

SELF: There are always Uncles at Christmas. The same Un- 
cles .. . Some few large men sat in the front parlours. . . 
Uncles almost certainly, trying their new cigars, holding them 
out judiciously at arm’s-length, returning them to. their 
mouths, coughing, then holding them out again as though 
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waiting for the explosion . . . 

SMALL BOY: What did you do after dinner? 

SELF: The Uncles sat in front of the fire, took off their col- 
lars, loosened all buttons, put their large moist hands over 
their watch-chains, groaned a little, and slept. . . . I would 
blow up balloons to see how big they would blow up to; and 
when they burst, which they all did, the Uncles jumped and 
rumbled. In the rich and heavy afternoon, the Uncles breath- 
ing like dolphins and the snow descending, I would sit in the 
front room, among festoons and Chinese lanterns, and nibble 
at dates, and try to make a model man-o’-war. And then, at 
Christmas tea, the recovered Uncles would be jolly over their 
mince-pies; and the great iced cake loomed in the centre of 
the table like a marble grave . . . and then everybody laughed 
again, and then I went to bed. Looking through my bedroom 
window, out into the moonlight and the flying, unending, 
smoke-coloured snow, I could see the lights in the windows of 
all the other houses on our hill, and hear the music rising from 
them up the long, steadily falling night. I turned the gas 
down, I got into bed. I said some words to the close and holy 
darkness, and then I slept.

Santa when selecting your children’s Christmas gifts

, must be a catch in it. Why would a man 
who eats, drinks, and sleeps running a toy fac- 
tory start talking about kids getting too many 
toys? That’s what people said when they heard 
I wanted to tell the public not to buy such a 


large percentage of their children’s toys for 
Christmas. 

Sure, there is a catch in it. Pll admit it. The 
seasonal feature of the toy business is a night- 


mare—a nightmare that is reflected in higher 
prices for toys, in toys that we dare not make be- 
cause they don’t look like sure bets in the Christ- 
mas toylands. 

In the midst of the toy-giving ‘Sahara,’ the 
325 days of the year during which only $7 worth 
of toys are bought per child in the United States,

I offered a very natural donation to a recreation 
director of a children’s hospital. 

“You'll give us toys in June? We don’t have 
to wait until Christmas?” she cried in amaze- 
ment. She had scarcely a toy in the place. 

‘People think the kids are spoiled because 
there’s nothing left,” the director confided. ‘‘I 
don’t dare ask for more.” 

A friend of my son’s has a typical story. He 
has an average income and 3 small children 
“My wife and 11 went way into debt buying toys 
last Christmas,” he told me. “‘We didn’t have 
much when we were kids. We want our children 
to have everything we missed.” 

‘It was a dream Christmas,”’ he remembered, 
describing the children’s ecstatic faces when they 
saw the mound of toys beneath the Christmas 
tre 

n, of course, the fact that children do not 
| in adult dreamworld came to the surface 
again. The baby carted toys to the bathroom for 

dunking. His brother sat on a toy truck and 
smashed it. Sister whammed her brother, using 
a new dolly as a handy club. 

“They didn’t appreciate what they got. Now 
all we hear is that they have nothing to play 
With 

Let’s face it. This is a side to Christmas that 
could be better. It’s cause lies in changes that 
came rapidly, and with which thinking and 

104 


planning hasn’t yet caught up satisfactorily. 

Americans now buy their 45,000,000 children 
a yearly billion dollars worth of toys in an in- 
credibly short, hectic time (about 36 shopping 
days). That’s a lot of money to spend in the wild 
pre-Christmas turmoil. Parents are not the only 
ones who buy in sentimental haste. Everybody 
comes to Toyland. Almost one-third of the toy 
purchasers are nonparents. 

There always has been what we in the trade 
called the annual “‘toymoil.”’ In our society for 
centuries, over 60 percent of children’s toys have 
been presented as Christmas gifts. 

But in the heyday of spending, the men nite. 
ties, pre-Christmas toy shopping moved only 22 
million dollars worth from counters to homes. . . 
those tin and celluloid and china toys seem like 
objects from another civilization now. So do the 
wondrous hand-carved wooden toys and the 
marvels of miniature mechanics from Europe. 

Plastics and nylon and new promotion meth- 
ods have created a revolution in toys. They are a 
thousand times more varied, ten times more dur- 
able, five thousand times more abundant now. 

Also, toys today are big business, a business 
that is still a yearly gamble—not on children, 
but on 36 shopping days and the state of mind of 
adults during that short period. 

The size of the business has changed. The 
needs of children have changed, and so has the 
importance of toys all the year round. 


Barely a generation ago, children in the ma- 
jority lived in the midst of large families under 
rural conditions. They had real streams to fish 
in, real babies to tend, real hatchets tochop actual 
wood, real fences for boys to whitewash. Little 
girls did not cry out, ‘Mom, what’ll I do now?” 
The butter churn or the ice-cream freezer were 
there needing to be turned. 

In other words, trees to climb and cows to 
milk provided outlets for energies which in a city 
today must be expended in play with toys. 

Adults, who as children didn’t have many 
toys, really didn’t miss all they see in toy depart- 
ments today. ‘“‘The poor little rich boy” in his 
toy-stacked playroom used to be pitied and his 
parents censured.

Too many toys? 


and the poor (the 14 percent who 
had 50 percent of the children) 
didn’t get much else besides chil- 
dren and life’s necessities. 

Today, ‘Mr. Stork,” the toy in- 
dustries’ circulation manager, is 
bringing in 714 new customers a 
minute. He is adding two, three, or 
four children to the average family. 
He is leaving babies in homes 
where there is surplus money for 
toys and where parents know that 
children need toys as tools of 
growth and to fire imagination. 

This is why the day-a-year-man, 
Santa, carries a billion-dollar pack 
in 1955. 


Bu planning for children’s toy 
needs on a yearly basis as well as in 
a burst of warm-hearted giving 
once a year would actually make 
Christmas merrier in the long run. 

For toy giving, as now practiced, 
is often followed by misgivings that 
the children are spoiled when they 
are not interested, or learning bad 
habits when they damage the toys. 
Actually, many of the gifts do not 
match the ages and sex of the chil- 
dren or are completely unrelated 
to their lives. 

*“My aunt talks about ‘spoiled’ 
kids, and how children once were 
grateful for an orange or a nice 
suit of warm underwear, when I 
mention that Tommy would love 
a little plastic swimming pool for 
his birthday,” laughs one young 
mother. 

Frankly, I think it is her aunt 
who needs educating. Talk of 
“spoiling” and a comparison be- 
tween children of today and those 
of yesterday have no part in this 
picture of too many Christmas toys. 


‘ie so-called ‘“‘spoiled” young- 
ster, according to Dr. Herald 
Michal-Smith, chief clinical psy- 
chologist of the Ghildren’s Clinic 
at Flower and Fifth Avenue Hos- 
pital, is not usually one whose ev- 
ery wish has been granted. He is, 
on the contrary, one whose deep- 
est needs for affection have been 
overlooked. Also, behavior in chil- 
dren is appropriate to various ages. 
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Behavior normal in a 3-year-old, 
when seen in a 9-year-old, can be 
evidence of “‘spoiling.”’ 

In any case, it has nothing to do 
with how much the child has been 
given but with how and why gifts 
have been made or not made. 

Parents, rather than their chil- 
dren, are the ones who think it 
necessary to give the bulk of a 
year’s toys at Christmas. 

“Bring me a doll to eat what I 
don’t like and a clothesline,” asks 
a timid, little 4-year-old girl of a 
department-store Santa. 

It is her mother who reminds her 
to tell Santa that she wants a doll- 
house, skates, and so on. The child 
recites the list as a litany without 
meaning. None of the toys her 
mother mentions are for the group 
play which should be part of the 
equipment for a child of her age. 

“A horn that makes a big noise 
and a kitty,”’ chants the next cus 
tomer, in answer to Santa’s query. 

To a suggestion that a scooter 
might be nice, he pouts. To him, 
spring is a long way off. Right now 
he wants to make a large noise and 
own a pet. 


Hes a child. He changes more in 
a month than you and I do in 
years. He will be a different person 
before the winter is over. He has 
little interest in the needs of the 
person he will be then. He is inter- 
ested only in what he wants now. 

Children want new and different 
kinds of toys all the year round. 
That is forgotten in the Christmas 
excitement. They not only want 
these toys suited to various seasons, 
situations, and the different stages 
of growth they pass through in a 
year. They need them as tools of 
this growth. 

As one of my company’s shop- 
ping experts puts it, ‘““We tend to 
buy for our children all the toys we 
can afford. But we buy what we 
think we missed as children. Often, 
all we are missing is an accurate 
memory of our childhood.” 

A parent’s memory may be rt 
freshed by recent events. It is the

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Too many toys? 


nonparent who has frequently for- 
gotten the most—the very non- 
parents who are most prominent in 
discussions of how children today 
don’t “appreciate,” don’t “know 
the value” of toys and equipment. 
If you are a nonparent toy buy- 
er, chances are you make 95 per- 
cent of all your toy purchases at 
Christmastime. You also spend 
more on a single toy than tightly 
budgeted parents can afford. Yours 
is often the big showy gift beneath 
the tree. But, frequently, all you 
know about the child for whom 
you're buying is his age and sex. 


Roy departments at Christmas 
see so many of these customers with 
lavish intentions but little informa- 
tion that in large stores now you 
can find a trained shopping guide 
to help you shop intelligently. 

Many smaller retailers through- 
out the country now are members 
of the Toy Guidance Council and 
can give you a free booklet issued 
by this organization. It explains 
which toys are appropriate for chil- 
dren of various ages, and according 
to sex for older children. Parents 
and nonparents alike should cer- 
tainly ask for it. 

The booklet gives very good ad- 
vice, too, on how to check toys for 
safety features such as (1) smooth 
edges, (2) sturdy construction, (3) 
that toys for small children are too 
big to swallow, (4) nontoxic paint 
finish, (5) approved wiring in elec- 
trical toys (which should never in 
any case be given to children un- 
der 7 years of age.) 


Diner rules are: 

Remember that a child is a born 
actor. Give him a toy that requires 
sme action on his part, rather 
than one that merely performs. 
Your child’s joy is in the toy’s re- 
sponse to him, rather than in just 
watching it. 

Children at every age require 
something to love. Dolls that are 
soft and cuddly are always good 
for the very young. Realistic dolls 
and housekeeping equipment al- 
low girls of preschool and early 
grade-school ages to satisfy their 
maternal and housewifely impulses. 

Remember that children play 
outdoors and indoors, alone, and 
in groups. 

Also toys are needed for muscu- 
lar, mental, and emotional growth. 

Nourish each facet of the child’s 
personality, not just one.

Select toys that can be present- 
ed and handled as part of the total 
life situation of the child. 

Present them one at a time for 
use immediately. Let the child un- 
wrap the toy and inspect it. Show 
him what it does and what he can 
do with it. 

Then show him where to store 
it when it is not in use, how to col- 
lect the pieces, how to handle and 
use the toy. 

A toy which is beyond the child 
in these respects is beyond him en- 
tirely. He cannot feel that it is his. 
He cannot be blamed if it is treated 
carelessly. 

Very small children are frustrat- 
ed by gifts of roller skates or other 
outdoor spring and summer equip- 
ment if the ground outside is cov- 
ered with snow. Put these gifts 
aside until they can be given for 
immediate use. 

Within reason, do not permit ve- 
hicles and other outdoor equip- 
ment to be used inside the house 
when the toy is new and exciting 
unless you are prepared for this 
practice to continue later on. Chil- 
dren learn to do by doing. 

Now, with the Christmas season 
at hand, give some thought to your 
children’s toy needs, as well as his 
desires. 

Measure each item under con- 
sideration against the suggestions 
set out here. 

Talk to grandparents and other 
adults likely to give your children 
toys and ask that they, too, read 
these rules so that their Christmas 
purchases for your youngsters are 
intelligent and not just sentimental.

Snowflakes of a dozen points. 


Make this, and a dozen more, to ar- 
range on a bare wall you’d like to 
brighten, or in a big picture win- 
dow as part of a Christmas scene.

Fold up bottom half of each of 
the last three sippers you’ ve strung, 
and run the needle through the 
opposite ends, as shown here. 





This forms one point of the 
snowflake. Repeat this for each of 
the points, being certain to include 
one straight 4-inch sipper between 
each group of folded ones. 

When the snowflake is loosely 
formed, dip ends (where you've 
tied them with thread) into hot 
water for an instant to soften, and 
then draw the thread tight and tie. 
Lay snowflake on waxed paper or 
glass and apply a drop of glue to 
help hold design in place. Keep it 
flat by placing a lightweight item, 


such as an inverted cup, on top to 
keep design flattened until glue is 
dry. 





Six-pointed star with a woven 
center is simple to make. First, cut 
cellophane sippers into the follow- 
ing lengths: 

Six, 6 inches long 

Six, 5 inches long 

Six, 4 inches long 

Lay 6-inch sippers on a ruler 
and, with a razor blade, mark the 
center and 1)% inch on either side 
of center. Bend and pinch the sip- 
pers in these marked places. Apply 
paper clips to ends to help flatten 
them. 

Repeat the above process with 
the 5-inch sippers, marking them 
at center and 1]4 inch on either 
side of center. Mark the 4-inch 
sippers in the center and 1 inch on 
either side of center. 

Lay each of the 4-inch sippers 
inside one of the 5-inch sippers 
which has been placed inside a 6- 
inch sipper (see drawing 1). 

Place each group of three sippers 


side by side. Run the needle and 
thread through cut ends and draw 
star loosely into shape.

Using flattened 8-inch sippers, 
weave around the other sippers as 
shown in drawing 2 above. 
Flatten weaving sippers by dip- 
ping them into hot water and ap- 
plying pressure. Where one sipper 
ends and another begins, tuck end 
of one into end of other, apply a 
touch of glue and make firm before 
you continue. 

Keep pulling thread tighter as 
you work with your weaving.

| ‘Yellow Pages’ 
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Lay 8-inch sippers on a ruler 
and mark off the center with a 
razor blade. Next, mark off 1 inch, 
114 inch, and 2 inches on either 
side of center. 

Using the razor marks as a guide, 
bend the sipper in the same direc- 
tion, pinch on the center mark and 
each of the inch marks. At the 1!9- 
inch mark, pinch in the opposite 
direction. Tie, with thread, at the 
11-inch mark. Your 8-inch sippers 
will look like the large point at left 
in drawing below. 


On 6-inch sippers, mark, bend, 
and pinch each in the center and 
1 inch on either side of center. 
Fold, as shown by the bent sipper 
at the right in the drawing above. 

Now join 8-inch and 6-inch sip- 
pers together alternately by tying 
or sewing them together at points 
shown in the drawing. Join all but 
the last two together. Loosely 
thread sipper ends to form snow- 
flake center. Pull together careful- 
lv. Then go back and join last 8- 
and 6-inch sippers, before pulling 
thread in the center tight and tving 
it. Apply a touch of glue to center 
and set a lightweight item (like a 
cup) on top of design to flatten it 
until glue is dry. 


For a ‘“‘star bright”’ snowball, 
use a plastic-foam ball about 614 
inches around, and about 12 cello- 
phane sippers. 

Flatten four sippers by dipping 


them into hot water and pressing 
them flat with your fingers. 

Glue ends of two together. Glue 
remaining two together. Pleat 
these two double-length sippers by 
following drawings shown here. 


Place end of one at right angle 
to other (see A). Fold sippers alter- 
nately over each other as in B and 
C until each is entirely pleated. 
Separate. 

Next, bend and pinch, into 1- 
inch sections, a length you've 
made by gluing several sippers to- 
gether. Form eight large peaks to 
fit completely around the circle 
and tie accordion-pleated sippers 
to these eight peaks as shown. 
Fasten this to the foam ball by 
pushing straight pins through 
the pleated sippers and_into the 
foam ball (see drawing). “+ 

= 


Repeat above directions for two 
half-circles and four quarter-cir- 
cles, cutting lengths of sippers ac- 
cordingly. Pin half-circles on ball 
at right angles to the already com- 
plete circle of sippers. Pin quarter- 
circles in place at right angles to 
full and half-circles. 


Star of many points: To make 
it, cut 90 lengths of sippers, all the 
same size—l-inch lengths for a 
small star; 8-inch lengths for a big 
one. Follow step-by-step directions 
and drawings. 

1. String three sippers together 
on a thread; tie into a triangle. 


2. String two more straws and tie 
them onto first tr'angle to form a 
second triangle. (Dark lines in 
drawings indicate sippers that are 
being added in each step.) Con- 


tinue adding two straws at a time 


until you have five triangles as 
shown in drawing 2. 

3. Add five more triangles around 
outside by stringing two sippers to 
the base at a time. You now have 
a five-pointed star as shown. 

4. Add a sipper to connect each 
of the points in the star. It does not 
lay flat now, but begins to take on 
the shape of a ball. 

5. Complete the ball by adding 
five sippers at the top. 

6. To make each star point on 
the ball, string two sippers and 
make a triangle by joining at any 
two points on the ball. String an- 
other sipper on and join it to the 
other point of the triangle. 

To give star added strength, go 
back through sippers with thread 
often as you assemble the star, and 
tie all junctions with thread. 


To make a “‘star bright” star, 
obtain a plastic-foam star that 
measures 2 inches from center to 
tip of one of its points. Cut ten sip- 
pers 3 inches long. 

With large knitting needle or 
other instrument, make a hole in 
each point of star, and a hole half- 
way between each two points. In- 
sert sippers 4 inch into foam.

Jewel-like wreath: Start with a 
plastic-foam wreath from florist’s.

1. Cuta circle of foil 3 to 4 inches 
larger than wreath form. Cut a hole 
out of the center of foil circle, leav- 
ing 3 or 4 inches of foil inside the 
wreath, too. 

2. From hole in the center of the 
foil, cut curved points into the line 
of the wreath (see drawing 1 be- 
low). Starting on the outside of the 
circle, repeat in the opposite direc- 
tion (see drawing), cutting only to 
the wreath line. If you wish, you 
can mark vein lines down centers of 
these leaves. 

3. Make flowers for the wreath 
by cutting circles of foil 3 inches in 
diameter, or as small as 1! inches 
in diameter. Drawing 2 below of- 
fers suggestions for cutting various 
flower shapes. 

Fold circles in half until they are 
folded in eighths. Then cut on dot- 
ted lines to form round- or sharp- 
pointed petals. For fringed blooms, 
cut Many narrow strips toward the 
center of a circle as shown in draw- 
ing 3. 

Pinch center, at back, of each 
flower and wrap a short length of 
fine ‘wire around center back to 
form stem. 

4. To put wreath together, ar- 
range a large central flower at the 
top. Push stem through foil wreath 
and into plastic foam. 

Cut out foil leaves of contrasting 
colors. Scribe veins into the leaves 
with a leather tool or some other 
sharp-pointed instrument, if you 
wish. Attach leaves by 
them on with straight pins. 

Place pine cones, painted gold 
and silver, at intervals. Continue 
to arrange flowers (in varying 
sizes), leaves, and pine cones until 
you have achieved the effect you 
want for it. 

Place finished wreath on a foil 
circle. Using soft 16-gauge wire, 
make four U-shaped pins. Holding 
wreath together carefully, place 
one in center top, one in bottom, 
and one on each side. The top pin 
acts as a hook for hanging.

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Your pet and mine 


At what age should a child have a 
puppy as a pet? 

If the child is properly instruct- 
ed, the puppy can be brought into 
the home any time. Children 
should be taught that a puppy can 
easily be injured and must be 
handled carefully. 


What breed of dog makes an ideal 
pet for children? 

All breeds of dogs have a place. 
It depends upon individual pref- 
erence. Puppies of some of the 
larger breeds are heavy, active ani- 
mals that leap and romp, and al- 
though they are only displaying 
affection, they may knock a child 
down and frighten him. A pet 
should be chosen that would be 
about an equal match for the size 
and age of the child. 


When should training start? 

Housebreaking should start im- 
mediately. Then his other dis- 
ciplinary training should start very 
shortly. He will progress very slow- 
ly at first, but shortly, your effort 
will pay off. At first he will be full 
of puppy playfulness, but as he 
grows older he will respond very 
nicely to discipline. Remember, a 
well-trained dog is a happy dog. 


When should a dog be taught to 
lead on a leash? 

This should be done very early. 
Dogs are often afraid of collars and 
leashes. Train a dog to the collar 
and leash by putting the collar on 
the dog first and letting him get 
used to having it around his neck. 
He’ll resent the collar at first, but 
let him wear it and very soon he 
will be used to it. Then attach the 
leash to the collar and let him run

through the house with it. He’ll be- 
come used to both the collar and 
the leash. At first you'll probably 
have to pull him and then very 
shortly he will follow on the leash. 
This can be started very young. 


What should you buy, a male or 
a female? 

This makes no difference. The 
female is a bit gentler and perhaps 
makes the better house pet. They 
tend to stay close to home and 
sometimes they are cleaner in their 
personal habits than is the male. 


If you get a female, should you 
have her spayed? 

This is entirely up to the owners, 
depending on whether or not they 
want to raise puppies. Our per- 
sonal experience with this opera- 
tion has been highly successful and 
we recommend it. We have found 
that the operation has little or no 
effect upon the weight or disposi- 
tion of the dog. The operation 
takes away the inconvenience of 
the heat period. 


Is it advisable to inoculate the 
puppy for distemper? 

By all means. It is recommended 
that when the puppy reaches its 
new home, the veterinarian be con- 
sulted regarding a program of in- 
oculation.

Next, loop the 6-inch strips in 
half for arms.

Slip bucket handles on arm loops 
before you glue ends of loops to 
shoulder. Loop 12-inch strip for 
legs and glue to inside top of skirt. 

Notch a 14-inch section of tooth- 
pick and anchor it on the end ofa 
thread. With this thread in a nee- 
dle, pass needle up through the 
skirt, then panier, bodice, and 
head, passing needle through cen- 
ter point of all parts. Finish at top 
by tying thread to small segmentof 
toothpick on top of head as all 
parts are drawn together. Assem- 
bling the figures in this manner al- 
lows parts of body to move freely. 

Decorate skirt with strips of red- 
orange and chartreuse papers. 

If you plan on hanging figures

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Foil key: Make a paper pattern of 
key by folding a strip of paper 1x3 
feet, in half lengthwise, and cutting 
to shape as shown in the picture on 
62, or to match your favorite old 
key. 

Place pattern on plastic foam 
and cut around it with a sharp 
knife. Lay key on aluminum freez- 
er foil. Cut around key, leaving 
enough border to fold up over the 
edge and to the back. Tape or glue 
edges to key. Turn foil side up and 
stipple with eraser end of pencil to 
simulate hammer marks. 

Make the double-looped bow of 
waterproof ribbon and decorate 
with tiny Christmas beads. Attach 
bow to key and wire key to a spray 
of greens. 


Boot full of Christmas balls 
may be made any size. Start with a 
piece of 14-inch mesh chicken 
wire, 15x20 inches. Curve double 
at center and form boot shape. 
Fold wire ends together. Mold the 
boot into shape with your hands. 

Spray boot gold. Fill with greens 

- Christmas balls. Trim the top 
ill tinsel.

With needle and thread sew a 
few-silver sequin stars, topped with 
glass beads, to the tree. Connect 
stars with a silver cord. 


**Pieplates full of holly’? door 
decoration offers a clever way to 
use foil containers from your 
kitchen. 

Glue two small foil pieplates to- 
gether, bottoms touching. 

For added strength, wire them 
together at the top. Conceal the 
wire with a short length of 2-inch 
wide, green paper ribbon, tapered 
at each end. Glue the ribbon over 
the edges of the pieplates at the top. 

Cut 3% feet of aluminum foil 
roping. Run it over the top of the 
pieplates so it hangs down on either 
side, in uneven lengths. 

Wire two more pieplates to ends 
of the foil rope. Fill each pieplate 
with holly. 


Bell-ringing angel on place mat 
is cut from white felt with pinking 
shears.

Amusing band of Santas shown 
with this place setting on page 63 
can be purchased, or—if you like— 
shaped from papier-mache and 
dressed in red crepe paper. 


Pair of foil cones on either side 
of fireplace picture on page 62 is 
fun to make. 

Draw a pattern from scale draw- 
ing 1, below. Clip pattern to two 
27x14-inch sheets of metallic ace- 
tate or base metal and trace with 
pencil. 

Cut out. Fold both pieces of foil 
down center and staple together on 
the crease. This gives cone a front 
and a back. 

As in drawing 2 below, fold A’s 
on the left forward to be stapled to 
A’s on the right®Fold B’s back to 
be stapled to B’s on back piece. 

Repeat the above for a second 
cone. 

Fill little cups formed by joining 
A’s to A’s and B’s to B’s, with gold, 
pink, magenta, blue, and green 
balls, or any combination of colors 
that blends with your picture or 
wall color. 

Arrange greens and Christmas 
balls on your mantel. Small, 1-inch 
needle-point holds greens upright. 








For modern star design on wall 
behind mantel of fat-cheeked 
Santas on page 63, start with the 
following: 
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Eight each of 5)4-inch swab 
sticks and 214-inch swab sticks; 
two, 3%-inch diameter discs; a 
string 90 inches long, and a snow- 
flake design you’ve cut from a 4!4- 
inch diameter circle of foil paper. 

Paint swab sticks and discs 
white. Next, glue the eight longest 
sticks onto the bottom disc, equally 
spaced and directly opposite each 
other, with one of short (sharpened) 
swab sticks midway between each 
large one. See drawing below. 

Glue second disc directly on top 
of bottom disc and swab sticks. 
Glue snowflake onto top disc. Tie 
a knot in 90-inch length of string. 
Glue knot to top of stick A and 
follow this pattern for winding 
string on long sticks: Starting at A, 
skip two sticks to B, skip two sticks 
to C, etc. For final step, wind string 
from H back to A and tie. 





With pinking shears and felt 
in many colors, you can make all 
the attractive items shown in the 
lower right corner of page 63. 


Bellpulls for mounting cards are 
all 41% inches wide, but range in 
length from 45 to 57 inches. Paste 
the felt “‘pulls”’ to equal-size pieces 
of cardboard for added stiffness. 

Green felt purse is 7 inches long 
and measures 5) inches at the 
widest part. Spell the name of the 
recipient across the front in glitter 
you can glue on. Fill purse with 
candies, hair ribbons or small toys. 

The ball ornament of chartreuse 
felt is made of two 4-inch diameter 
circles, stuffed slightly with cotton. 
Trim with a )4-inch band of blue 
felt, pearls, and sequins. 

Ic add an individual touch to a 
ready-made plastic-foam bell, dec- 
orate it with holly leaves cut from 
felt. Pin to bell. Wire red beads 
and small pine cones to top. Pin 
brass bell to bottom for a clapper. 

Red felt boot can be purchased 
or made. Cut two from red felt. 
Sew around sides and across bat- 
tom so it can be filled with candies 
or pennies. 

Directions for white felt stocking 
are the same as for boot. Train, 
star, sled, and tree decorations on 
the stocking are cut out of felt and 
trimmed in sequins. Glue them to 
stocking. 

The snowman has a pocket in 
back for a gift. He’s cut out of white 
felt, stands 8 inches tall and wears 
a scarf of cotton satin and a top hat 
of blue felt. 

Pink angel is also two figures cut 
from felt and sewed together and 
stuffed for a three-dimensional ef- 
fect. Glue silver glitter to her wings.

such sets include flammable ma- 
terials such as wood and straw. 
These sets should be treated with a 
fire retardant and kept away from 
heat and sparks. 


Gift wrapping. Don’t leave gift 
wrapping paper, string, or other 
combustible litter around the tree. 


Inside lighting. In planning tree 
lighting, avoid overloaded circuits. 
Strings of lights take little power, 
but they may overload a circuit. 

Don’t use frayed cords, only new 
wiring with no breaks. When you 
buy new strings of lights or any 
other electrical equipment, make 
sure that it has the Underwriters’ 
Laboratories seal. 

Before putting the lights on the 
tree, stretch each string on the 
floor and inspect it for loose wires 
at the sockets. Screw all bulbs 
firmly in their sockets, plug the 
string into an outlet, and make sure 
that all bulbs light. 

Flood lamps get very hot. Keep 
them away from fabrics and place 
them where they cannot be reached 
by children and pets. Check the 


circuit for overloading, too. 


Outside lighting. For outdoor 
lighting, don’t place lamps too 
near trees, shrubs, or wooden walls 
or fences. Use waterproof electric

cords and sockets, and lamps which 
will not be cracked by wetting 
when they are hot. Don’t use in- 
door strings of lights outside. Out- 
door strings have rubber or syn- 
thetic rings around each lamp to 
keep water out of the sockets. The 
lamps do not break easily and 
usually burn independently. If you 
need an extension cord, use the 
outdoor (heavy rubber-covered) 
type. Tape all connections with 
electricians’ rubber tape. 

You will find in some shops three 
relatively new products for outdoor 
lighting: (1) Plastic underground 
wire (“‘direct-burial cable’’). (2) A 
projector lamp mounted on a stake 
which can be driven into the 
ground, together with a set of glass 
filters of various colors. (3) An out- 
door-type double outlet, also 
mounted on a stake; there are mod- 
els for underground and surface 
wiring. 


General lighting tips. Don’t 
place tinsel or metal foil near lights. 
A small piece of metal in a lamp 
socket can cause a short circuit. 
Place cords where they will not 
be walked on or tripped over. 
Don’t leave lights on when the 
family retires or leaves the house. 
The only safe exception is a light 
placed where it cannot possibly 
ignite any flammable material.

Cut a rectangle of white con- 
struction paper for each of the 
three rows of whiskers. Make the 
rectangle for the bottom row 614 
inches long and 4 inches wide. Cut 
two more rectangles the same 
length, but 1 inch wider than each 
previous one. 

Cut whisker rectangles in 14- 
inch strips to within an inch of both 
ends as shown in the illustration 
below. Loop whisker sections in 




















half as shown in the illustration; do 
not fold or crease. Glue bottom 
two rows of whiskers in place. Do 
not glue the widest top row in 
place until after you have finished 
Santa’s face. 

Cut Santa’s hair in the same 
manner as you did the whiskers. 
One section, 814x61% inches, forms 
back hair piece. Cut two more sec- 
tions 1x6) inches. Loop and glue 
these last two strips under the first 
two hair loops on either side of the 
face. 

Cut cheeks from deeper pink 
paper. Each one is 534 inches along 
the bottom, curving up to 1/4 
inches in the middle, and down to 
14 inch at the ends where cheek 
points meet at the nose. Let the 
cheeks bulge as you glue them on 
just above whiskers. Cut mustache, 
6 inches wide and 1]4 inches high 
at tallest part, from white paper 
and glue to cheeks. 

Use a pink ornament for a nose 
and large sequins or discs of shiny 
paper for eyes. Cut eyebrows, 114 
inch long, from white construction 
paper. Glue in place. 

Hat isa 151x7%-inch rectangle 
of red velour paper shaped into a 
cone and glued. Trim with braid. 


Magie bow 

The first bow, named the Magic 
Bow, forms the basis for the other 
seven shown on page 60. 


I Wrap 1 to 3 yards of ribbon 
loosely around hand into a neat 
roll of desired bow diameter. 

2 Press roll together in center so 





two loops of the bow are same 
length, and fold over tightly. 

3 Cut out two V-shaped pieces 
forming a narrow center. Secure 
bow at “V” points (narrow center) 
with an 8-inch strip of ribbon. 

A Hold bow in left hand as shown; 
pull an inside loop to the right 
with right index finger. Twist loop 
quickly down across center. ; 
& Repeat, pulling next loop from 
same end to the left with left index 
finger. 

6 Follow steps 4 and 5 until all 
loops are fluffed out. Pat into shape 
and tie bow to package.

Like a mattress for a bed, 4x8-foot 
sheets of plywood are hard to handle 
by yourself. Try this trick the next 
time with this easy-to-make jig. 

One end forms comfortable handhold 
while the other slips under bottom edge 
of the sheet. For better balance, locate 
jig in center of the sheet. 


To make carrying jig, cut strip of 
14-inch plywood scrap into three- or 
four-foot length — depending on size. 

Then nail 2x2 or 2x4 blocks of wood 
on each side at ends, as pictured. To 
avoid splinters, sand both the blocks 
smooth before you nail them on, Heavy 
finishing nails are best. 


Finishing schedule for most ply- 
wood parallels, usually, it’s counterpart 
in solid stock.

Family fun with foil 


serting a length of wire over which 
you place a section of mailing tube 
to achieve desired height. 

Pleat three graduated lengths of 
foil to form tiers of tree. 

Utilize lamp shade for lower tier 
of the tree, with the section of mail- 
ing tube supporting the top two 
tiers. 

Decorate with foil bows. 


Little silver bells: For each one 
use, a 3x7-inch rectangle of foil, 
double thickness. Fold the edges 
together to form a cylinder. Then, 
with your hands, mold it into a bell 
shape. 

Roll pieces of foil into balls. Wire 
balls inside bells for clappers. 
String bells on bright red Christ- 
mas ribbon. 


Cone-shaped bells are scalloped 
around the bottom, like the cluster 
of red ones on the table in the color 
picture on 65, can be made so 
easily. 

Crush pieces of foil as shown on 
150. Spray desired color, as shown 
on same page. Wrap foil around 
cone-shaped, paper drinking cups. 
Scallop bottom edges. 


Foil bow: Make it froma strip of 
foil 3 inches wide, wrapped around 
fine wire. Twist foil-wrapped wire 
to form bows. 

Wire balls of crushed foil to 
decorate center of bows. 


Silver berry basket shown in the 
center of table on 65 is a dime- 
store berry basket of plastic, 
sprayed silver. Balls of crushed foil 
are wired to either side. Use it for 
cookies or candy. 


Silver flower pot. By wrapping 
finger-pleated foil around a plain 
flower container or pot, you can 
give it a touch of glamor. See the 
one we’ve dressed up on the table 
of foil decorations on 65. 


Santa and his sleigh, shown on 
the table on page 65 are made 
completely of foil. 

Mold parts of Santa’s body from 
foil; glue or sew parts together and 
spray with lacquer. 

For sleigh, cut a pattern from 
cardboard or plywood. Cover with 
foil. 


Foil poinsettias shown on the 
mantel on 65 are made of 5-inch

diameter circles of foil, wrinkled, 
smoothed out, and sprayed red. 

Fold smoothed out circles into 
halves, then into quarters, then 
into eighths. Cut the two corners 
off the folded circle so you have 
a diamond shape before unfolding. 
Unfold, for a poinsettia bloom of 
eight sharp-pointed petals. Glue 
tiny yellow beads to center. 

Form a little circle on top end of 
wire lengths cut for stems. Glue 
circle to back. of each poinsettia. 

Cut out the foil leaves; crinkle, 
smooth out, spray green. When dry 
cut into different sizes and put onto 
straight wire for stems. 





Tree of foil angels stands about 
21% feet high. To make one, cut 
two equilateral triangles from card- 
board—one, 2 feet tall; another, 


just 1 inch smaller on all sides. 


Cover the two cardboard trees 
with green paper. Fasten small tree 
to front of large one, stapling or 
gluing them down the center. 

Attach this tree-on-tree to a 514- 
inch strip of cardboard (trunk). 
Mount on a base made of a 3- to 4- 
inch diameter slice of dowel 24% 
inches long which has been cut in 
half lengthwise. 

For each angel, cut a 514x614- 
inch rectangle of foil. Crinkle it as 
shown on 150. Make a pattern for 
angel from small scale drawing 
shown below. Straighten out crin- 
kled foil and cut pattern of angel 
from it. Glue back edges of angel 
skirt together, cone shape. 

Wrap toothpick with paper, in- 
sert into wooden bead for a head. 
Paste silky braid on for hair. Insert 
head into body; glue in place. 

Glue ten angels to smallest tree, 
as shown on wall on 65. 

Cut out small stars and glue one 
onto the cardboard slightly above 
the head of each angel. 

Cut out sharp pointed leaves of 
holly in different sizes. Combine 
two to five leaves with artificial 
berries to form a cluster. Glue 
clusters on outside edge of big tree, 
to frame smaller tree. 

Cut one-inch diameter wreaths 
from thick green paper to place in 
each angel’s arms.

“Ten lords a-leaping”’ look as if it were 
no feat at all to leap, with arms folded, any 
distance at all—and after nine merry days 
of the 12-day celebration! These fellows add 
a carefree, spirited note to this ensemble 





For the lively lords a-leaping, after 
reproducing scale drawing in cor- 
rect size, cut leg pattern from blue 
and red paper glued back to back. 
Use blue on top. 

Cut head, jacket, jacket brace, 
hands, and sword from white bris- 
tol paper. Score in places indicated. 
Cut and glue jacket brace together 
and anchor it inside jacket which 
you have cut and looped over. 
This should hold the jacket front 
and back approximately 1! inches 
apart. Accordion pleat, according 
to general folding instructions B on 
156, two strips of red paper, 134 
inches wide. Glue to inside front 
and back of jacket on either side. 

Gently round jacket at shoulders 
and mold the scored half-circles at 
front and back. Cut chartreuse 
half-circles to fit places you have 
molded. Glue on. 


Bend leg flaps A perpendicular 
to top leg surface. Glue B to B, thus 
forming heel on each foot. Join 
head C to form cylinder. 

Curl each segment of beard 
slightly. Cut slits indicated for 
eyes. To make crown, cut a rec- 
tangle 234x434 from blue and red 
paper backed together. Follow 
general folding instructions C on 
page 156, cutting segments 3¢-inch 
wide. Glue crown band to head. 
Now fit a white bristol circle to top 
of head. Glue. 

Make arms of two, 9-inch strips 
cut from red and blue paper backed 
together. Fold them as for milk- 
maids. Glue inside shoulder. Cut 
hands of white paper, and glue to 
arms. Attach sword to right hand. 

Assemble in same manner as 
milkmaid and lady dancing. Give 
him ample space on wall hanging.

Cut and glue head as indicated, 
using white bristol paper, A to A 
and B to B. Cut hat pattern from 


red paper. Starting mid right, en- 
circle top of head by 14 inch, allow- 
ing point to extend upward. Fold 
sides in and bend over top of head 
covering original joint right side. 
Cut tiny strip of chartreuse. Ac- 
cordion pleat it as in general fold- 
ing instructions B on page 156. 
Glue on for tassel. 

For arms, cut two 8-inch strips of 
red and chartreuse paper glued 
back to back. Fold according to 
general folding instructions A on 
page 156. Glue to shoulders. 

Cut white bristol paper hands. 
Use toothpick for flute. Glue to 
face and to hands. 

Assemble parts with string or 
thread and toothpicks as for maids 
a-milking. 





“Twelve drummers drumming.”

THE EXTERIOR CHANGE is the first thing that 
catches your eye in this startling remodeling. But 
there is a great deal more to it than the surface 
results.

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BEFORE. Further sign of age was archi- 
tecturally neglected rear exterior of home 
built in °20s. No provisions were made for 
view or outdoor use of this off-the-street 
side of house. Too many textures and 
colors give the house bulky appearance 


AFTER. Most exciting change at rear 
came with addition of porch and breakfast 
room. Along with revised roof line, new 
wing brings house closer to ground. 

Clean, unbroken roof line and dominant 
use of single material—horizontal siding 
on new wing and over stucco on second 
story — give house new unity of style. 

Small window openings are enlarged on 
both floors—in dining room (left) and 
stair landing (above). Outside entrance 
was added to basement. 
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Original floor plans of first and second floors are much as they 
were, but some areas are converted for new uses (shown in yellow 
on plans). Additions are identified in blue. By carrying roof line 
to end of garage (now family room), under-the-eaves space was ex- 
panded enough to gain new bedroom and full bathroom for parents

Pick site carefully. Choose a place with fairly uniform background— 
fence, shrubbery, or building. If shrubs are not mature, allow for 
future growth. The sunnier the location, the wider the choice of 
plants. For convenience, the border should be in reach of a hose. 


Allow enough space. As a rule of thumb, allow 3 or 4 feet of depth 
for each season you want flowers. If you want a full three-season 
show, you'll need a border at least 10 feet deep. If you can’t allow 
this much, then plant the smallest varieties of plants so you can get 
closer spacing and greater flexibility. 


List plants you already have. List plants you can move to new bor- 
der. Beside each name write: height, color of flowers, time of bloom, 
and number of plants on hand. . 


List plants you need. With basic list in front of you, write down 
additional plants you need to get a variety of heights and blooming 
times. For a three-season border, you’ll need a total of 10 or 12 dif- 
ferent flowers—three or four kinds to bloom each season. . 


Plant for maximum effect. Choose several each of smaller plants 
to plant in clumps. Larger plants with massive foliage, like peonies, 
will “register” in border as single units. When you reach this point 
in your planning, you’re ready to put the parts together.

Annuals: Rely on annuals to stretch your budget when you first 
start. Annuals give you a chance to try new colors and patterns 
before you transplant them into permanent plants. You can get any 
height you need—from 8-foot castor-beans for back of border to 
8-inch sweet alyssum for front edging. 


Perennials: Use hardy perennials as the backbone of the planting. 
As clumps grow in size, divide them to get new plants to extend your 
border. In this group are peonies, asters, delphiniums, daylilies, 
phlox. For additional choices, study your catalogs and previous 
pages in this series. 


Cut along dotted lines 


Bulbs, tubers, rhizomes: The earliest spring show begins with bulbs 
such as tulips, daffodils, crocus. Stick to a few varieties at first—at 
least 8 or 10 of a variety. Plant behind good foliage because they die 
down in summer and leave a bare spot. Extend the season with iris, 
glads, lilies, dahlias, cannas, tritomas, caladiums. 


Shrubs: Although shrubs are recommended for background plant- 
ings, the smaller ones can be set directly in the border. The smaller 
floribunda roses, for example, are ideal border plants. In the South, 
azaleas are a good choice, in the West, a group of yuccas. Use any 
plant you like that isn’t too big for the spot. 


How to make flower colors work for you 


> While you gain experience, stick to simple combinations. Use 
white flowers between color groups you think might clash. 


> Don’t place blue-reds near yellow-reds, unless they bloom at 
different times. If reds don’t sparkle, accent them with white flowers. 


7 Remember that green (from foliage) is your predominant color. 
Because of this, yellow flowers will show up best at a distance. 
Blues and deeper reds tend to blend into the foliage, particularly 
when seen from a distance. 


b Use strong bold colors—bright reds, brilliant oranges, rich 
blues—for the smallest groups. Use these as accent colors. Save 
the big planting areas for the lighter, airy colors.

What's ahead in GARDENING? 





New grasses, stronger flowers, better tools have been 
introduced with amazing frequency in recent years—now 


plans are underway to stimulate even greater progress 


Tomorrow’s gardens wil! be dif- 
ferent. New plants slated for in- 
troduction in 1956 will ensure this. 
But the big news will be far more 
than just new plants. 

The most important garden 
news for 1956, I predict, will be the 
beginning of a research program 
devoted exlusively to the problems 
of home gardeners. 

The center of this research will 
be near Wilmington, Delaware, at 
the fabulous Longwood Gardens, 
developed by the late Pierre S. 
duPont, one of the outstanding 
amateur gardeners of his time. 

Since 1937, the gardens have 
been operated by the Longwood 
Garden Foundation, endowed by 
Mr. duPont for a sum estimated 
close to $40,000,000. In 1956, the 
foundation will begin the first ma- 
jor research program devoted ex- 
clusively to the problems of ama- 
teur gardening. 

Dr. Russell J. Seibert, former 
director of the Los Angeles County 
Parks, will direct this outstanding 
research program. 

Few of us realize that most of 
the recent milestones in home gar- 
dening—new pesticides, soil con-

ditioners, and propagation tech- 
niques—are simply translations of 
research done by federal and state 
agencies and interested commercial 
organizations. 

Now, at long last, the amateur 
will have his day. This does not 
mean that federal and state re- 
search will cease to yield their dis- 
coveries of tremendous importance 
to gardeners though. 

For example, I feel certain that 
a preventative and cure for Dutch 
Eim Disease -will become a fact 
soon. I have seen startling results in 
the laboratory and field, which 
promise to eliminate this and other 
diseases of shade trees. 


Watch out inseets! Amazing new 
insecticides are now being tested 
for future introduction. 

The pace at which we are mov- 
ing can be partially judged by the 
case of one topflight research work- 
er. In one day, the patent office is- 
sued 29 separate patents, covering 
new organic pesticides, in his name. 


Soil pests controlled. A practice 
which will probably mean more to 
the home gardener is the growing 








use of soil insecticides. Because soil 
insects are out of sight, the damage 
they do to plants has been over- 
looked. The direct injury done by 
root aphids, wireworms, nema- 
todes, and other soil insects is seri- 
ous and widespread. Such injury 
can be almost completely eliminat- 
ed, however, by the use of dieldrin 
and other insecticides which are 
not broken down by moist soil. 

Lately, scientists have come to 
believe that soil insects also make 
disease control more difficult. Fun- 
gi and bacteria can enter through 
underground injuries made by in- 
sects. Thus soil treatment promises 
better plants through disease and 
insect control. 


Once-a-year fertilizer. One of 
the most interesting newcomers 
promised for 1956 is a long-lasting 
fertilizer—liquid uraform. With 
potash, phosphorus, and minor ele- 
ments added, this will soon be 
available for the home gardener’s 
use. Its importance—you apply it 
once, the effect lasts all year.

Facts about flowering. | am ex- 
pecting great things from one proj- 
ect now being studied at the famous 
Beltsville experiment station of the 
U.S.D.A. Scientists there have 
been using an amazing tec 
paper chromotography—to learn 
more about what makes a plant 
flower. 

Working with specially sensitized 
papers, they can follow the chem- 
ical changes that take place when 
a plant is getting ready to bloom. 
The next step—to find the hor- 
mone actually responsible for pro- 
ducing flowers. 

The same testing technique is 
expected to tell us how a plant 
which resists disease differs from 
one which does not. Knowledge of 
this sort, alone, will pay off in help- 
ing us grow hardier, more useful 
plants. 





Giant zinnias. Top tidings for 
flower borders—the introduction 
of at least one, possibly two, tet- 
raploid zinnias. These have enor- 
mous blooms—about twice the size 
of any zinnias that are being mar- 
keted today. 

The one almost certain to make 
its debut is a bright orange. The 
second is a pink tetra version of 
Miss Wilmott. For its first bloom, 
this produces a huge crown flower. 
However, blooms on side shoots 
don’t always come larger than the 
original variety. 


Faney flowers. American seeds- 
men will be showing off new plant 
varieties vastly improved in size, 
color, and disease-resistance. To 
bring you next year’s flowers, they 
have already discarded hundreds 


of new test varieties which are bet- 
ter than anything now known. 
Last summer, for instance, I saw 
three new red petunias far more 
dramatic than the world-beater 
Comanche. These are really red, 
without a trace of the brick tone 
of Comanche. They flower earlier, 
with bigger blooms and more of 


them, and they flower like mad 
until frost. 
Yet, only one of these reds will 


be listed. The others have already 
been made obsolete by new ones 
on the way. 

You'll see brilliant new mixtures 
of verbenas in 1956. Coleus will be 
bigger, more exotic—and available 
in a beautiful blue violet. 


Amaryllis faneiers can look for- 
ward to a number of exotic new- 
comers in the near future. A long- 
awaited yellow miniature will be 
on hand for introduction within 
the next year or two. Another with 
a pink star outlined in its throat. 
These and their companions are 
being developed now from bulbs 
found last year in Bolivia by Dr. 
Ira B. Nelson, director of floricul- 
ture at Southwestern Louisiana 
Institute. Doctor Nelson is heading 
an extensive program of cross- 
breeding and propagation of these 
promising new miniatures. 


Wetter water sounds ridiculous, 
doesn’t it? But those in the know 
hope that it will prove big news for 
the dry periods that lie ahead. 

Last summer saw severe drought 
over wide areas of the United 
States. Water was sharply restrict- 
ed; some crops considerably dam- 
aged. Recent experiments, how- 
ever, do forecast aid from the world 
of chemistry. 

Soil-wetting chemicals are being 
used in tests to make what water 
there is go farther. They help water 
penetrate the soil more quickly and 
go directly to plant roots. This 


more-efficient use of rain and irri- 
gation may bring at least a partial 
solution to our dwindling water 
supplies. 


Answer fer eaneer? Each year 
pays off with new bits of knowledge 
about the mysterious factors of life. 
For instance, kinetin—a chemical 
under exploration by researchers 
at the University of Wisconsin—is 
offering new clues to the problem 
of growth. 

Kinetin is no stranger, it’s true. 
Scientists have been using it for 
some time to stimulate the division 
and growth of new cells in plants. 
But, what excites them now is that 
kinetin’s active ingredient has been 
reduced to a formula. In learning 
more about this formula, they hope 
to learn to modify it, too. 

Curbing growth is just as impor- 
tant as promoting it. And from this 
research may come a better under- 
standing of cancer. For cancer is 
just such a wild division of cells as 
kinetin causes. Finding a chemical 
which counteracts this division 
could offer great hope to mankind. 


The “bonus” of research. One 
of the most exciting things about 


research is that we never know 
where our discoveries will lead. 
There’s frequently an extra “‘bon- 


us” that cannot be predicted. 

Garden research, for instance, is 
designed to bring new facts to its 
own field. It does, slowly but stead- 
ily. Then, with unpredictable pat- 
terns, there are surprises—mean- 
ingless discoveries from completely 
unrelated fields that bring unex- 
pected answers to old problems. 

Just as plant research may throw 
new light on cancer, facts being 
turned up in medicine, agriculture, 
and industry are determining the 
future and progress of gardening. 
I look forward to tomorrow’s gar- 
den with faith that it will be even 
better than we can dream.

With a little imagination 





Glue three sippers together to 
forrn one long one. Bend and pinch 
this into 1-inch sections forming a 
circle of ten peaks. Place this on 
one side of the star, a second one on 
the other side so points coincide 


(see drawing). Flatten and pleat 
sippers for two inner circles. Tie or 
sew outer pleated circle to peaked 
sippers (see drawing). Glue tiny 
inner circle to foam. 


Bells from can ends are easy to 
make. 

1. Punch two holes in the center 
of a can lid with ice pick or nail. 
Mark a square around the holes. 
Cut to corners of square with 
tin snips, cutting out pie-shaped 
wedges as shown below. 

2. Bend each side down to form 
bell shape. 

3. For clapper, string a bead on 
thin wire, twist wire and bring it up 
through holes in bell, leaving a few 
inches of wire on top of bell for

tying it on a streamer of bells, or 
for anchoring bows you may want 
to attach. 
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‘Conversation piece”? room di- 
vider requires heavy cotton rug 
yarn, two sturdy hooks, wire, and 
wood discs or trays in the following 
widths: Two, 16-inch trays; one 
each, 9-, 6-, and 3-inch trays. You 
will also need a stapler, pliers, and 
scissors. 

Cut six lengths of rug yarn ap- 
proximately 18 inches longer than 
floor-to-ceiling measurement to al- 
low for slack and tension as trays 
are put into place. 

Knot all of the six strands to- 
gether at both ends and stretch 
between two hooks or between two 
sturdy objects that will hold strands 
taut. 

Measure distance from ceiling to 
desired height of top tray. Mark 
this off on strands of yarn. Next, 
using radius of top 16-inch tray for 
a measure, mark off sections around 
outside of tray. 

Follow directions and drawing: 

A. Place 16-inch tray between 
six strands, being careful to main- 
tain each strand in natural se- 
quence. Staple yarn to tray at in- 
tervals you’ve marked. 


B. Now remove whole unit from 
where it’s being held taut, and 
hang it from a sturdy hook you’ve 
put into the ceiling. Lével top tray, 
after taking up any slack in yarn 
by further knotting. 

C. Anchor to a hook in the floor. 

D. Place other large tray be- 
tween strands. 

E. Pinch in all strands at desired 
interval between top and bottom 
trays. Wire strands together. 

F. Place intermediate trays as 
desired. 

G. Wire between any added 
trays, loosening or tightening lower 
hook attachment as required.
